REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's reply received on August 20, 2008 has been entered and the 
restriction requirement mailed on July 22, 2008 has been withdrawn and claims 1-8 
were examined on the merits. 

On page 1 of 1 of 1449 form submitted February 28, 2006, all of the foreign 
patent documents submitted contained only partial parts of the reference in English and 
as such only the portion presented in English was considered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
compounds of formula 1 (claim 1), formula la (claim 3), and formula 2 (claim 7) are free 
of the art. The closest art found was Roux et al. (US 6,730,695 B2) which taught 
compounds of a similar structure to applicant's claim 1 , however in the instant 
application the 0R6 of Roux et al. (formula I, abstract) is replaced with a Fluorine or in 
some embodiments the 0R6 is left but a Fluorine is substituted at that position for the 
hydrogen. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to add the Fluorine, and applicant has shown how to make the 
compounds, including the intermediate formula 2, claimed in claim 7. 

Applicant has used parenthesis in claims 1, 3, 6, and 7 when describing the R 
groups. This is taken as a form of punctuation and not indicative of the limitations on R

groups being optional, as those limitations are required for the compounds claimed to 
be allowable.
